torviile, Juniata counly, was inspocted by
the gubernatorial party, Like all the lnsti.
tutlons thus far examinesl Ly the governor,
the t-mhlinﬁ.lm insdequate Lo the proper
wecommodation of the puplis and the sanitary
rogulations are very defective. The children
wre mmuch better fed than st Mount Joy,
but soma of the edibles are oven con-
demuned by the cook, who, while belg
examiaed by Attorney Geoeral Cassidy,
sld ¢ “The butter s vory bl II 1 most
way It; the flour 1% also bad.”" The sleep-
ing rooms of the larger Doys ars susceptible
of muoch improvement, and the dormitory,
in which thirty-five Httle boys slept in
soventeon bods, Is utterly unfit, on sceount
of its erowded condition, for the purposs for
which it is boing usad, The celling s only
shout five and & half feet high on the average,
about twenty-five feet long and twelve fout
wide, The beddiog was generally clean, ox-
copt in this room,  The external sppearmnce
was tidy enough, but the overturning of the
plllows and L examination of the sheets re-
veuled moeh fith,. A number of beds ac-
coumidated three girls ench,  Mr. Smiley,
the wnle sttendant, was examined st length,
He sald that no woth brushes had been ssusd
to the boys amd no combs o boys who had
clipped hair,  The sme hundred and forty
Boys in the school used len lowels while
tathing, The boys and girls bathed in rough-
looking tubs, not muoh Letter than the Mount
Joy molusses tubs,  The state inspectors have
not complied wilth the law requiring them to
visit the orphan schools every three months,

There is not much sickness in the school,
According to the male attendant seven have
sore oyes, while none bhave the iteh, The

The most
powerful revolutionary leaders were college
men. The chisfs of the constitutional conven-
tion of 1787 were college men. The party
uphlwmknl champlons during the
conntit century bave been, in most
effoctive pari, college men. It is not weak-
noss, nor fan Im le tend which
breeds in the mind of the country the
desire to go to college. On the con it In
the instinct of comscious power seeking to
stremgthen tself, and suoch boyam have come
to stand among great Americana

The coll does not guamntes to every
gradiuate all the the virtues and moral
nor all knowledge and wisdom, nor genius,
and  statesmansbip  and comMmon senso,
Neither can the common school, nor the
academy do this, nor the counting room, nor
the workshop, nor the cancus.  Bat exper-
fence shows that the youths who earnestly
desire the knowlodge and the training
which the college mw:llu. are thoss who
become the men that the country wants. To
like to read good books, to mssociate with
’rauomus and eolightened persons, (o be

ugal, and temperate, and cleanly of life, are
evidences of tendencies and tastes which
every parent hails in his ohild with delight
In like manner, the tasto and the desire for
eollege education are proofs of the quall-
tios which have been of the highest public
servieo,
Of course every private businessand every
publio department are full of the most hon-
orable and efficient men who are not college-
bred, and their number is 3o great Jthal there
is sometimes a disposition to think that the
oollege i a dillettante retreat, and an enerva-
tion rather than a strengthening influence,
But this impression i, as we have sald, his-
torically insccurate, and npo college man,
whether be be freshman or senior, or grad-
vate, need doubt that he belongs to a com.
jany which has furnished the most efficlent
and ilustrions leaders at every poriod of the
potional hife,
The impulse which founds and sustains
colleges, the feelings which bred in the heart
of Danlel Webster's father the purpose to
send his son tocoll and which in the son’s
breast nourished the desire to this loy-
alty o knowledge as a sourcs of powerand
Intellectual tralnlnf as the means of s moat
effective exorcise, Is one of Lhe profound In-
stinets of hnman nature.”
